"Recommended"  Prices 

MONOPOLIES  COMMISSION  TO  PROBE 

THE  Board  of  Trade  has  ordered  the 
Monopolies  Commission  to  investigate 
the  practice  of  manufacturers'  recom- 
mending standard  list  prices  for  their 
foods.  Nearly  all  manufacturers  and 
suppliers  who  have  abandoned  the 
fixing  of  shop  prices  as  a  result  of 
the  general  ban  on  resale  price  main- 
tenance now  recommend  retail  price 
levels,  though  shopkeepers  and  dealers 


are  free  to  ignore  the  suggestions  if 
they  want  to  cut  prices.  Formal  terms 
of  reference  given  to  the  Commission 
order  a  report  on  the  general  effect 
on  the  public  interest  of  the  practice 
of  "recommending  or  otherwise  sug- 
gesting" prices  to  be  charged  on  the 
resale  of  goods.  The  scope  of  in- 
quiries is  not  confined  to  manufac- 
turers. The  commission  may  also  look 
into  the  pricing  policies  of  big  multi- 
ple shopkeepers.  The  Government,  it 
is  understood,  is  anxious  to  obtain  an 
authoritative  and  independent  inquiry 
into  whether  competition  is  restricted 
or  distorted  by  makers'  recommended 
prices.  The  study  is  likely  to  take  about 
two  years. 

Chemical  Production 

RATE  OF  GROW  I H  DECLINES  IN  1966 

THE  seasonally  adjusted  index  of  pro- 
duction in  the  chemical  industry,  aver- 
aged 167  points  in  1966.  Compared 
with  the  previous  year  there  was  a 
growth  rate  of  nearly  3}  per  cent., 
somewhat  lower  than  the  4j  per  cent, 
increase  achieved  in  1965  over  1964, 
and  a  good  deal  lower  than  the  average 
growth  rate  of  7  per  cent,  in  1958-65. 
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The  decline  in  overall  growth  rate  in 
the  industry  was  reflected  in  the  out- 
put of  nearly  all  of  the  more  important 
sectors.  Production  of  organic  chemi- 
cals increased  by  6  per  cent,  against 
an  average  increase  of  1 3  per  cent,  in 
the  period  1958-65.  That  of  inorganic 
chemicals  rose  by  less  than  1-j  per 
cent.,  considerably  lower  than  the 
average  of  6  per  cent,  growth  between 
1958  and  1965.  Production  of  toilet 
preparations  increased  by  4y  per  cent, 
and  there  were  smaller  increases  in 
soaps,  detergents,  etc.  The  index  of 
production  (1958  =  100)  for  pharma- 
ceutical preparations  in  the  first  half 
of  1966  was  207  (against  189  in  the 
equivalent  1965  period)  and  in  the 
second  half,  207  (186). 

Abridged  Patents 

A  NEW  PATENT  OFFICE  FACILITY 

WITH  an  improved  method  of  pub- 
lication by  the  Patent  Office  of 
abridgments  of  British  patent  spe- 
cifications, that  valuable  source  of  in- 
formation on  technological  develop- 
ments becomes  much  more  readily 
available.  Under  the  new  arrangements 
the  abridgments  are  published  weekly 
in  twenty-five  separate  pamphlets  that 
go  to  make  up  the  twenty-five  classi- 
fied volumes  covering  the  whole  range 
of  industry  for  each  series  of  25.000 
patents  (a  series  occupies  about  thirty 
weeks).  The  pamphlets  are  published 
each  week  immediately  after  the  cor- 
responding complete  patent  specifica- 
tions. Subscribers  to  the  abridgment 
service  receive  a  classification  key  for 
each  volume  they  purchase,  with  sub- 
ject matter  and  name  indexes  and  a 
printed  cover  for  binding  purposes. 
Cost  of  the  service  is  £6  12s.  6d.  per 


volume,  or  £155  per  complete  set  of 
twenty-five  volumes.  The  next  series 
of  25,000  abridgments  commences 
publication  early  in  July.

First-aid  Dressings 

ANGLO-AMERICAN    SHOPPING  HABITS 

THE  differing  attitudes  between  the 
British  and  American  housewife  over 
keeping  stocks  of  adhesive  first-aid 
dressings  in  the  home  are  discussed  in 
a  report  in  the  May  issue  of  Retail 
Business,  No.  111.  It  appears  that  in 
the  U.S.  stocks  are  kept  in  the  home 
and  hence  a  more  liberal  use  is  made 
of  them  than  in  Britain  where  they  tend 
to  be  bought  only  when  strictly  neces- 
sary. The  report  suggests  that  from  the 
point  of  view  of  both  of  the  market 
leaders  (Band-aid  and  Elastoplast),  "it 
is  not  so  much  that  the  product  is  in 
need  of  improvement  but  that  the  atti- 
tude of  the  housewife  towards  it  needs 
to  be  changed". 

Agricultural  Chemicals 

MORE  "SAFE  USE"  RECOMMENDATIONS 

USE  of  arprocarb  formulations  in  the 
home  kitchen  and  larder  should  not 
present  a  hazard  to  users,  says  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food,  provided  they  observe  certain 
precautions,  which  should  appear  on 
the  label.  The  statement  is  made  in 
one  of  a  series  of  new  and  revised 
recommendations  for  safe  use  in  Great 
Britain  of  chemical  compounds  used 


BRITISH  PHARMACOPOEIA  1968 

Proposed  labelling  requirements 


THE    British    Pharmacopoeia  Com- 
mission   has    been    reviewing  mono- 
graph titles  and  labelling  requirements 
and  is  proposing  a  number  of  minor 
amendments.    'Water    for  Injection,' 
it  is  thought  might  more  appropri- 
ately   be    modified    to    "Water  for 
Injections,"  and  it  is  proposed  to  in- 
troduce the  change  in  the  British  Phar- 
macopoeia   1968.  The  Committee  on 
Safety  of  Drugs  having  drawn  attention 
to  hazards  attending  the  use  of  aspirin 
by  some  patients  and  asked  the  Com- 
mission to  consider  ensuring  that  the 
presence  of  the  substance  in  an  official 
preparation  was  declared  as  aspirin  and 
not  under  an  alternative  designation, 
the  Commission  agreed.  "Aspirin"  how- 
ever is  still  a  registered  mark  in  some 
countries  and  its  presence  is  not  de- 
clared in  the  titles  "Compound  Codeine 
Tablets"    and     "Soluble  Compound 
Codeine  Tablets."   Changes  proposed 
for  the  next  Pharmacopoeia  are: —  The 
note  at  the  heading  of  the  monograph 
to  be  entitled  "Aspirin,"  should  state: 
h'ote:  The  name  Aspirin  may  be  used 
freely  in  many  countries  including  Great 
Britain  and  Northern  Ireland.    In  coun- 
tries where  exclusive  proprietary  rights 
in  the  name  are  claimed,  the  official 
title  is  Acetylsalicylic  Acid. 
In  the  monograph  on  the  tablets,  the 
labelling  requirement  should  be: 


Labelling:  See  Tablets  page.  The 
label  on  the  container  also  states  that 
the  tablets  contain  "Aspirin,"  unless  this 
word  appears  in  the  name  of  the  tablets. 
This  requirement  does  not  apply  in 
countries  where  exclusive  proprietary 
rights  in  the  name  Aspirin  are  claimed.

in  agriculture  and  food  storage.  The 
arprocarb  formulations  mentioned  are 
sprays  for  application  by  hand-held 
aerosols,  and  ready-for-use  ant  baits. 
It  is  also  considered  that  the  use  of 
copper  compounds  in  formulated  pre- 
parations as  home  garden  fungicides 
should  present  no  hazard,  provided 
the  stated  precautions  are  observed. 
Subjects  of  other  safe  use  recommen- 
dations are  haloxon  (veterinary), 
iodochlorhydroxyquinoline  (veterinary), 
methoprotryne  (agricultural  and  hor- 
ticultural) arprocarb  food  storage  prac- 
tice), mecarbam  and  azinphos-methyl 
(agricultural  and  horticultural),  dichlo- 
rvos  resin  strips  (food  storage  and 
home  kitchen  use),  medinoterb.  para- 
thion,  vamidothion,  monolinuron, 
carbaryl,  propineb,  ethoate-methyl, 
copper  compounds  prometryne  and 
malathion  (all  agricultural  and  horti- 
cultural use).

A  TEAM  OF  FIVE  AT  STRATHCLYDE

Import  Tariff  Cuts 

SCHEDULES  EXPECTED   IN  JULY 

THE  Board  of  Trade  expects  to  publish 
within  a  few  weeks  a  White  Paper  on 
the  Kennedy  Round  tariff  talks  (C.  &  D. 
May  20,  p.  459).  The  full  tariff 
schedules,  however,  will  not  be  ready 
before  July.  In  the  meantime,  states 
the  Board,  details  of  the  reductions 
likely  to  occur  cannot  be  given  to 
industry.  The  reductions  start  to  be 
implemented  on  a  date  in  1968  still  to 
be  decided.

Lady  Elliott  of  Harwood  (chair- 
man, Consumer  Council)  has  written  to 
the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
asking  him  to  give  priority  to  the  set- 
ting up  of  a  Scottish  office  of  the 
Council. 

Mr.  R.  K.  Christy  is  retiring  from 
the  post  of  Chief  Inspector  of  Facto- 
ries on  August  18.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

A  Full  Issue 

Your  issue  of  last  week  reported  a  remarkably  full  calendar  of  varied 
pharmaceutical  events.  Perhaps  pride  of  place  must  go  to  the  fascinating 
account  of  the  meeting  of  the  Franco-British  Pharmaceutical  Congress  at 
Turnberry  (p.  480  et  seq.).  All  four  papers  were  of  the  first  quality,  with 
well  chosen  topics  well  presented,  each  providing  evidence  of  the  fact  that 
there  are  pharmacists  sufficiently  interested  in  the  arts  to  pass  on  some  of 
their  own  enthusiasm  to  others.  There  is  no  more  fertile  field  for  the  in- 
quiring mind  than  pharmacy  through  the  ages.  The  four  speakers,  in 
addition  to  having  afforded  pleasure  to  the  listeners,  may  have  infected 
just  a  few  of  them  with  the  urge  to  make  a  study  for  themselves,  and  no 
greater  reward  could  be  theirs  if  that  were  the  outcome.  There  was  a  stroke 
of  genius  in  the  conception  of  such  a  meeting,  which  must  surely  be  unique 
in  the  annals  of  pharmacy.  Mr.  Leslie  G.  Matthews,  whose  work  in  the 
history  of  pharmacy  is  a  source  of  continuing  pleasure,  said  that  phar- 
macists in  this  country  had  chosen  for  the  most  part  to  show  appreciation 
of  rather  than  take  an  active  part  in  the  arts.  Professionally  that  is  pro- 
bably true,  but  I  have  in  my  time  been  surprised  by  the  amount  of  talent, 
to  put  it  no  higher,  displayed  by  pharmacists  in  painting  and  in  music  — 
gifts,  in  one  or  two  cases,  of  an  order  to  make  we  wonder  why  their  pos- 
sessors had  made  pharmacy  their  career.  But,  precarious  as  pharmacy  may 
have  been  at  the  time  of  which  I  speak,  it  may  be  that  it  offered  a  security 
they  could  not  afford  to  lose.  It  may  be,  also  that  the  artistic  pursuits 
offered  greater  pleasure  by  being  a  relaxation  from  the  daily  round.  I 
read  the  report  of  the  addresses  with  pleasure  and  profit,  and  I  agree  with 
your  editorial  hint  that  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  might,  with 
great  profit,  consider  a  session  of  the  kind  held  at  Turnberry.  As  to  the 
suggestion  that  a  genius  might  consider  writing  a  concerto  dealing  with 
pharmacy,  perhaps  it  might  be  found  that  a  symphony  would  be  more 
suitable.  It  could  be  called  "The  Aloetic." 

Education 

The  educational  supplement  is  of  value  to  those  of  my  generation  if  for 
no  other  reason  than  to  show  the  distance  we  have  travelled  since  I  and 
my  contemporaries  struggled  with  xerophytes  and  parietal  placentation.  All 
of  the  specialist  articles  repay  a  careful  reading,  but  perhaps  the  contribu- 
tion of  Mr.  F.  H.  Oliver  made  the  most  direct  impact  in  its  reference  to 
practical  training,  for  that  is  the  point  of  contact  between  the  experienced 
pharmacist  of  an  earlier  generation  and  the  product  of  a  university  course. 
I  am  pleased  to  see  that  Mr.  Oliver  refers  to  practical  training,  for  I  have 
met  a  tendency  recently  to  regard  the  period  as  merely  one  of  experience, 
a  description  which  suggests  that  the  pharmacist  has  no  interest  in  his  pupil. 
There  is  much  knowledge  to  be  acquired  in  the  short  period  of  one  year, 
for  the  schools  of  pharmacy  cannot  possibly  cover  the  whole  field, 
especially  that  quite  unpredictable  section  of  it  on  the  other  side  of  the 
fence,  to  wit  the  public.  I  agree  with  Mr.  Oliver  that  the  sooner  the  student 
can  do  a  bit  of  practical  work  under  actual  practising  conditions,  the 
better  for  all  concerned.  The  medical  student  does  not  wait  until  the  end 
of  his  course  before  meeting  his  first  patient. 

Holiday  Experience 

I  think  it  is  true  that  a  number  of  students  manage  to  find  seasonal 
pharmaceutical  employment  during  vacation,  but  that  is  a  different  matter 
from  having  some  form  of  systematic  "sandwich"  training.  One  can  appre- 
ciate the  pharmacist's  difficulty  in  fitting  in  students  for  short,  broken 
periods,  at  a  time  when  staff  may  be  at  a  low  level  owing  to  holidays,  for 
the  conscientious  pharmacist,  anxious  to  help  the  student,  would  like  to 
devote  some  time  to  discharge  what  is  for  him  a  responsible  duty.  But  in 
my  opinion  some  means  will  have  to  be  found  of  co-ordinating  the  aca- 
demic course  with  field  work. 
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No  Coach  Parties  at  Society's  Annual  Meeting 

A  SOLITARY  VOTE  AGAINST  PAYING  FOR  LORDS  APPEAL 


THE  annual  meeting  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain,  held 
in  London  on  May  17,  was  one  of  the 
quietest  for  years.  Though  the  annual 
report,  published  in  advance,  made 
reference  to  the  Council's  decision  to 
take  the  Dickson  v.  Pharmaceutical 
Society  case  to  House  of  Lords  appeal, 
there  were  no  coach-loads  of  Mr.  Dick- 
son's pharmacist  colleagues  present  to 
query  it.  Perhaps  the  general  air  of 
sobriety,  even  conformity,  at  the  meet- 
ing owed  something  to  the  un- 
precedented number  of  Fellows  (of  the 
designated  kind)  present.  They  had 
come  on  from  a  reception  at  the 
Society's  headquarters  at  which  their 
new  certificates  had  been  presented, 
and  may  not  all  have  been  "regulars" 
at  annual  meetings. 

True,  there  was  the  odd  firebrand, 
though  one,  Mr.  White  of  Westerham, 
who  started  quietly  but  reached  im- 
passioned levels,  could  arouse  no  sup- 
port for  a  "standstill"  demand  in  legal 
and  other  expenditure  by  the  Society, 
and  in  the  end  his  was  the  only  hand 
raised  in  non-acceptance  of  the 
accounts  and  balance  sheet. 

President's  Comments 

Following  custom,  the  President 
commented  briefly  on  some  of  the 
items  in  the  annual  report.  Settlement 
of  the  problems  of  the  Lambeth  site 
for  the  Society's  new  headquarters  was, 
he  said,  a  great  relief.  The  New  Build- 
ing Committee  would  shortly  be  con- 
sidering sketch  plans  prepared  by  the 
architect  (Mr.  David  Hodges),  and  the 
transfer  was  presenting  the  oppor- 
tunity to  erect  a  building  designed  for 
the  Society's  purposes.  Never 
previously  had  the  Society  been  able 
to  break  loose  from  the  limitations  of 
a  building  that  had  never  been  in- 
tended for  institutional  use. 

At  the  Society's  Scottish  head- 
quarters at  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  the 
extensive  laboratory  accommodation 
was  now  devoted  to  analytical  and  ex- 
perimental work,  reflecting  the  new 
educational  pattern  and  the  continued 
extension  of  the  Society's  scientific 
activities. 

In  contrast  to  the  slight  decline  in 
the  previous  year  in  the  number  of 
pharmacists,  there  had  been  an  in- 
crease in  1966,  more  than  making  good 
the  earlier  loss. 

To  solve  the  problem  of  bringing 
students  within  its  orbit  the  Society  was 
fostering  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Students'  Association  by  financial  sup- 
port and  facilities  for  full  contact  with 
the  Society.  The  arrangements  were 
not  yet  concluded,  but  he  believed 
they  would  be  successfully  carried 
through.  The  Council  had  been  less 
fortunate  in  efforts  to  make  it  easier 
for  graduates  going  into  industry  to 
join  the  Society.  One  promising  method 
had  had  to  be  abandoned  on  legal 
grounds,  but  the  Council  would  go  on 
trying  to  find  a  satisfactory  solution 
of  the  problem. 

Separation  of  the  functions  of  the 


Education  Committee  between  two 
new  Committees  (the  Registration  and 
the  Education  and  Science  Committees) 
followed  the  shift  of  emphasis  in  the 
Society  from  its  role  as  a  pre-graduate 
training  and  examining  body  to  one 
concerned  more  with  encouraging 
advanced  studies. 

The  success  of  regional  meetings  in 
two  centres  during  the  year  had  con- 
firmed the  view  that  it  was  along  those 
lines  that  a  stimulus  to  local  activity 
could  best  be  given.  First  issue  of  in- 
formation for  use  in  Branch  news- 
letters had  also  been  sent  to  branches. 

Rural  Dispensing 

Activity  in  regard  to  practice  matters 
covered  a  wide  field.  The  question 
of  dispensing  by  doctors  in  rural  areas 
arising  from  the  "doctors'  charter"  had 
occupied  much  time  and  attention.  The 
opportunity  had  been  taken,  in  con- 
junction with  the  Central  N.H.S. 
(Chemist  Contractors)  Committee,  to 
restate  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  the 
pharmacist's  case  in  that  connection. 
Subsequent  discussions  the  Ministry 
had  had  with  the  doctors  and  pharma- 
cists' representatives  respectively  had 
led  to  the  submission  of  proposals  that 
had  removed  the  arbitrary  limit  within 
which  the  rural  pharmacist  worked  at 
present,  and  had  provided  the  pos- 
sibility of  his  acquiring  the  dispensing 
over  a  wider  area.  Despite  fears  that 
the  proposals  might  not  have  in 
practice  the  effect  desired,  they  repre- 
sented an  important  change  towards 
recognising  pharmacists'  claim  to 
undertake  all  pharmaceutical  services 
and,  in  the  president's  opinion,  would 
go  a  long  way,  if  implemented,  towards 
solving  that  problem.  In  the  past, 
whenever  the  question  of  altering  the 
arrangement  for  rural  dispensing  had 
been  raised,  the  Ministry  had  said  that 
it  was  a  matter  to  be  settled  between 
the  two  professions.  The  Ministry's  in- 
tervention on  the  present  occasion  had 
clearly  been  of  great  advantage  in 
breaking  the  deadlock  of  so  many 
years. 

Another  important  development  had 
been  the  arrangement  with  Indepen- 
dent Medical  Services,  Ltd.,  for 
pharmacists  to  dispense  prescriptions 
issued  by  doctors  taking  part  in  the 
scheme.  Although  details  of  the 
arrangement  had  been  published,  and 
although  pharmacists  had  been  encour- 
aged to  take  part,  the  public  had  ex- 
perienced difficulties  in  getting 
prescriptions  dispensed.  That  might  be 
because  the  number  of  prescriptions  so 
far  issued  had  been  small  and 
scattered,  but  the  principle  embodied 
in  the  arrangement  was  so  important 
that  every  effort  should  be  made  to 
ensure  full  co-operation. 

A  turning-point  in  the  Society's  out- 
look on  practice  conditions  had  been 
the  adoption  of  the  policy  of  planned 
distribution  of  pharmacies,  setting 
pharmacy  on  a  course  that  would  in- 
volve familiarisation  with  ideas  to 
which  many  were  unaccustomed.  It  was 


undoubtedly  the  pattern  of  the  future 
— a  view  reinforced  by  the  develop- 
ment of  health  centres  and  group  medi- 
cal practices  and  by  the  prospect  of 
Britain's  entry  into  the  Common 
Market,  where  the  principle  was  well 
established.  As  the  development  of 
health  centres  was  likely  to  be 
accelerated  during  the  next  ten  years 
it  had  become  a  matter  of  major 
importance  for  pharmacy.  The  matter 
was  being  closely  studied  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Central  N.H.S.  (Chemist 
Contractors)  Committee,  and  had  been 
a  main  item  of  discussion  at  the 
Society's  two  regional  meetings 
recently.  Local  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittees were  a  key  factor  in  ensuring 
satisfactory  arrangements,  and  guid- 
ance to  them  was  being  worked  out. 

The  Society  had  naturally  been  in- 
volved in  dealing  with  the  problem  of 
drug  abuse,  and  the  question  of  security 
in  pharmacies  had  assumed  serious 
proportions  in  view  of  the  number  of 
breakings  and  enterings.  The  answer  to 
that  question  might  involve  pharma- 
cists in  having  to  make  arrangements 
that  were  inconvenient  and  perhaps 
expensive  but  the  Society,  in  discus- 
sions with  the  Home  Office,  had  been 
urging  maximum  flexibility  consistent 
with  adequate  protection. 

The  ethical  side  of  the  Council's 
work  during  the  year  had  been  over- 
shadowed by  the  Dickson  case.  The 
appeal  to  the  House  of  Lords  had  been 
lodged,  but  no  date  had  yet  been  fixed 
for  the  hearing. 

It  was  to  be  hoped  that  the  Grosset 
report  on  hospital  pharmacy  in  Scot- 
land would  result  in  a  better  recogni- 
tion of  the  services  the  hospital 
pharmacist  could  perform  and  have  an 
impact  upon  the  hospital  situation  in 
England  and  Wales. 

In  the  field  of  industrial  practice 
the  Sainsbury  Committee's  investiga- 
tion had  provided  the  opportunity  to 
present  evidence  upon  matters  con- 
cerned with  those  aspects  that  fell 
within  the  Society's  sphere  of  interest. 
The  report  would  clearly  be  of  great 
importance. 

Questions 

When  the  president  asked  for  ques- 
tions on  the  annual  report,  Mr.  E.  J. 
White,  Westerham,  making  as  he  said 
his  nineteenth  appearance  at  twenty 
meetings,  offered  no  apologies  for  re- 
peating his  former  charge  that  the 
Council  was  "suffering  from  admini- 
strative thrombosis."  It  was  deporable 
for  the  Council  to  put  upon  members 
the  costs  of  the  High  Court  hearing 
and  House  of  Lords  appeal,  and  he 
challenged  the  president  to  show  that 
any  steps  had  been  taken  to  find  out 
the  views  of  the  Society's  twenty-nine 
thousand  members  on  the  matter. 

Mr.  D.  J.  Gibson,  Greenwich, 
criticised  the  Council  for  its  handling 
of  the  Dickson  case.  The  diversity  of 
witnesses,  he  said,  had  been  too  wide, 
and  the  money,  time  and  energy  spent 
in  the  action  would  have  been  better 
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spent  on  pharmacy  in  health  centres. 
He  asked  what  the  Council  was  doing 
about  the  purchase  of  Savory  & 
Moore,  Ltd.,  by  a  supermarket. 

Mrs.  E.  Lucas-Smith,  Slough,  ques- 
tioned the  wisdom  of  the  by-law  delay- 
ing the  result  of  the  Council  election 
for  ten  days  after  the  annual  meeting. 
She  urged  a  further  change  in  the  by- 
laws so  that  the  results  of  the  election 
could  be  announced  at  the  Branch 
Representatives'  meeting  on  the  day 
following  the  annual  meeting  for,  she 
said,  it  was  important  for  members  to 
get  to  know  their  new  representatives. 

In  his  reply  to  the  questioners  Mr. 
Bloomfield  pointed  out  to  Mr.  White 
that  the  Society  was  a  legal  entity  and 
the  Council  competent  to  act  on  behalf 
of  members.  To  Mr.  Gibson  he  said  he 
could  make  no  comment  on  the  wit- 
nesses chosen.  So  far  as  health  centres 
were  concerned,  it  was  true  that  con- 
ditions existed  for  the  integration  of 
pharmacists  within  them,  but  the 
matter  was  one  for  local  action;  Local 
Pharmaceutical  Committees  were  being 
urged  to  give  active  consideration  to  it. 
The  Society  was  most  concerned  at  the 
Savory  &  Moore  development.  It  had 
taken  certain  steps  following  the 
famous  meeting  at  the  Royal  Albert 
Hall  and,  if  members  did  not  know 
what  that  was  about,  "the  writing  is 
now  on  the  wall." 

To  Mrs.  Lucas-Smith  the  president 
pointed  out  that  the  by-laws  had  been 
changed  so  that  the  announcement  of 
election  results  came  after  the  Coun- 
cil meeting  in  case  the  officers  might 
be  defeated  at  the  polls,  when  it  would 
be  inappropriate  for  them  to  officiate 
at  the  annual  meeting.  However,  the 
Council  would  look  into  the  possi- 
bility of  a  further  change. 

The  annual  report  was  then  passed 
with  three  dissensions. 

Treasurer's  Report 

In  his  comments  on  the  balance 
sheet  and  financial  statement,  Mr. 
Harry  Steinman  (treasurer)  said  there 
were  grounds  for  concern  at  the 
Society's  financial  position,  and  he 
directed  attention  to  depletion  of  the 
accumulated  fund.  At  the  previous 
annual  meeting  he  had  not  contem- 
plated a  large  increase  in  fees,  but 
in  1966  the  Society  had  been  hit  by 
increased  postal  rates  and  by  the  selec- 
tive employment  tax.  On  the  brighter 
side,  sales  of  the  new  Martindale  would 
greatly  improve  the  Society's  cash  posi- 
tion, and  he  urged  every  pharmacist 
to  order  a  copy  of  a  book  "no  pharma- 
cist can  afford  to  be  without."  A  new 
Codex  would  be  appearing  in  1968, 
and  the  influx  of  income  from  those 
publications  enabled  him  to  recom- 
mend that  any  increase  in  fees  should 
be  deferred  for  twelve  months.  How- 
ever, increases  in  lanuary,  1969,  would 
become  almost  inevitable. 

The  Council  was  grateful  for  the 
continued  support  members  gave  to 
pharmaceutical  charities,  but  that  could 
be  made  much  more  effective,  said  the 
treasurer,  if  only  members  would  make 
deeds  of  covenant.  Mr.  Steinman  closed 
with  a  warm  tribute  to  Mr.  F.  W. 
Adams,  "whose  services  the  Society 
had  been  fortunate  in  having  for  so 


long;"  and  wished  well  to  his  suc- 
cessor Mr.  Lewis. 

When  the  financial  statement  was 
opened  to  questioners,  Mr.  White  put 
the  points  already  mentioned,  and  Mr. 
D.  Royce,  Pontefract,  asked  why  the 
investments  in  stocks  (£217,237)  appear- 
ed to  yield  only  \j  per  cent.  (£3,316). 
Mr.  Gibson  said  that  the  accounts 
showed  that  the  inspectors  had  cost 
the  Society  £43,108,  and  that  the  Minis- 
try of  Health's  payments  towards  that 
cost  had  totalled  £17,584.  Could  not  the 
Ministry's  payment  be  increased?  Mr. 
J.  R.  Phillips,  Bournemouth,  asked 
for   information   about   the  Society's 


BEFORE  passing  to  the  annual  and 
treasurer's  reports  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Gt. 
Britain  (see  p.  492),  the  President 
(Mr.  J.  C.  Bloomfield)  presented  the 
1967  Charter  medals  —  two  gold  and 
one  silver.  The  gold  award,  he  reminded 
members,  recognised  outstanding  ser- 
vices rendered  by  a  member  to  the 
Society  or  in  promoting  the  interests 
of  pharmacy,  the  silver  was  in  recogni- 
tion of  outstanding  services  rendered 
locally.

Forty-seven  Years  at  No.  17 

First  gold  medal  went  to  Mr.  F.  W. 
Adams  (secretary  and  registrar  of  the 
Society  since  1949).  For  no  fewer  than 
forty-seven  years,  said  the  president, 
Mr.  Adams  had  been  associated  with 
No.  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  at  which  he 
arrived  as  a  student  in  1920.  From 
1922  to  1927  he  was  a  demonstrator  at 
the  school,  gaining  there  a  number  of 
honours.  In  1924  he  was  awarded  the 
first  Harrison  Memorial  medal,  a  year 
later  passed  the  examination  for  the 
Associateship  of  the  Royal  Institute  of 
Chemistry,  and  in  1926  graduated  B.Sc. 
of  London  University,  with  honours  in 
chemistry.  He  was  appointed  assistant 
secretary  of  the  Society  in  1927,  deputy 
secretary  in  1942,  and  secretary  and 
registrar  in  1949.  Throughout  the  years 
he  had  been  a  devoted  —  indeed, 
dedicated — servant  of  the  Society.  "As 
president  of  the  Society  for  the  past 
two  years,  I  pay  my  tribute  to  him  as 
a  man  who  is  totally  committed  to  the 
well-being  of  the  Society  and  of  British 
pharmacists."  As  a  wise  counsellor  Mr. 
Adams's  reputation  was  unmatched  in 
British  pharmacy  today.  Throughout 
the  years  he  had  demonstrated  his 
ardent  belief  in  the  profession.  Always 
he  had  striven  to  protect  and  fortify 
pharmacy's  integrity,  and  he  had  used 


investment  policy,  and  why  certain 
pharmaceutical  manufacturers  seemed 
to  be  favoured. 

In  his  reply,  Mr.  Steinman  said  that 
it  was  not  the  policy  of  the  Council 
to  invest  in  pharmaceutical  companies, 
and  that  shares  in  the  two  that  were 
included  had  been  bequeathed  to  the 
Society.  The  Ministry's  grant  for  in- 
spection costs  covered  the  work  done, 
and  could  not  be  put  on  any  other 
basis.  The  actual  figure  for  interest  on 
investments,  he  told  Mr.  Royce,  was 
£16,637  and  not  the  £3,316  that  Mr. 
Royce  had  mentioned. 

The  accounts  were  approved. 


his  influence  to  build  the  two  most 
important  pillars  that  supported  it— ' 
education  and  ethics.  Members  would 
have  read  that  Mr.  Adams  would  be 
retiring  from  his  post  early  in  June. 
Mr.  Bloomfield  was  sure  he  spoke  for 
the  whole  of  British  pharmacy  in  wish- 
ing him  and  his  family  every  good 
fortune  in  the  future. 

Mr.  Adams,  in  acknowledging  the 
award,  said  he  felt  himself  in  "rather  a 
fraudulent  position,"  the  Society  having 
given  to  him  more  than  he  had  given 
to  it.  He  had  had  a  challenging,  varied 
and  satisfying  career,  enjoying  the 
goodwill  of  Council  members,  the 
stimulus  of  colleagues,  wide  contacts, 
opportunities  to  do  and  see  and  learn, 
and  not  least  quiet  amusement  at  the 
contrast  between  what  went  on  in  phar- 
macy and  what  members  thought  went 
on. 

"A  National  Figure" 

Second  recipient  of  the  Charter  gold 
medal  was  Mr.  Humphreys  Jones,  "a 
national  figure  within  our  profession," 
said  Mr.  Bloomfield,  "his  fame  extends 
far  beyond  Wales  and  the  city  of 
Liverpool."  For  forty-two  years  Mr. 
Humphreys  Jones  had  been  principal  of 
Liverpool  School  of  Pharmacy.  Genera- 
tions of  pharmacists  revered  his  name 
and  took  great  pride  in  the  fact  that  he 
had  been  their  mentor.  For  more  than 
half  a  century  he  had  carried  a  flag  for 
pharmacy  in  public  life.  A  former  High 
Sheriff  of  Caernarvonshire,  he  was 
president  in  1951  of  the  Royal  National 
Eisteddfod  and  was  an  ex-president  of 
the  Liverpool  Welsh  Choral  Union  and 
the  Liverpool  Welsh  National  Society. 
He  had  served  several  periods  of  office 
as  president  of  the  Liverpool  Chemists' 
Association,  and  was  chairman  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  in 
1940   (and   still   attended  Conference

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meetings).  The  members'  room  at 
headquarters,  in  commemoration  of  the 
name  of  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones.  had 
been  provided  largely  through  the 
initiative  of  Mr.  Humphreys  Jones,  and 
it  was  he  who  in  1964  had  unveiled 
the  memorial  plaque  to  that  other  great 
Welsh  pharmacist. 

Mr.  Humphreys  Jones  said  he  was 
"overflowing  with  pleasure"  at  receiv- 
ing the  award,  especially  as  so  many 
old  students  were  present  that  night.

The  Charter  silver  medal  went  this 
year  to  Mr.  Samuel  George  Tydeman, 
who  qualified  in  1907  and  was  chair- 
man of  Hodders,  Ltd.,  a  company  with 
sixty-seven  pharmacies  in  Bristol  and 
district.  At  eighty-two  years  Mr.  Tyde- 
man was  still  an  active  chairman  who 
attended  the  office  daily.  Mr.  Tydeman 
had  served  his  profession  with  marked 
distinction.  From  1954  to  1964  he  was 
a  member  of  the  Statutory  Committee. 

Mr.  Tydeman  said  his  family  and 
Bristol  pharmacists  were  as  gratified  as 
he  at  the  honour  that  had  been  con- 
ferred on  him.

Among  his  published  papers 
have  been  contributions  to  the  Journal 
of  Pharmacy  and  Pharmacology  and 
the  Biochemical  Journal,  as  well  as 
articles  in  the  pharmaceutical  Press. 

Mr.  Keith  Jenkins  writes: —  While 
Dr.  Challen's  students,  old  and  new, 
will  mourn  his  untimely  death.  I 
would  like  to  express  sympathy,  which 
I  know  will  be  quickly  shared,  with 
his  new  found  friends  and  colleagues 
of  the  Agricultural  and  Veterinary 
Pharmacy  Group.  Some  months  before 
the  inaugural  meeting  of  the  group 
in  1965,  Dr.  Challen  responded  to  our 
need  for  a  course  of  instruction  in  the 
application  of  the  basic  natural  sciences 
to  agriculture  and  animal  husbandry. 
It  is  a  tribute  to  his  inspired  planning 
of  the  syllabus  that  our  committee 
made  but  two  small  additions  to  his 
original  draft.  It  was  estimated  that 
the  course,  the  first  of  its  kind  in  this 
country,  would  be  viable  with  a  mini- 
mum of  twelve  students.  Through  Dr. 
Challen's  apt  choice  of  subject  matter 
and  speakers  the  course  was  filled  to 
capacity,  thirty-three  studenls  attend- 
ing— often  at  considerable  personal 
difficulty — for  periods  of  one  to  four 
weeks.  Having  met  some  of  those 
students  in  their  own  sphere  of  rural 
practice  since,  I  am  impressed  with 
their  ability  and  assurance.  They  owe 
that  directly  to  Dr.  Challen's  com- 
petence, combined  with  the  modesty  of 
the  true  scientist.  The  finest  tribute 
would  be  for  the  staff  of  the  School, 
who  supported  him  so  ably,  to  ensure 
the  continuation  of  the  course  in  years 
to  come,  perhaps  also  with  a  lecture 
on  a  topic  of  general  interest  to  per- 
petuate his  name.

— A  national  "baby  panel"  has  been 
formed  by  Ken  Buchanan  Marketing 
Services,  Ltd.,  Broadway  House,  The 
Broadway,  London,  S.W.I 9,  to  provide 
continuous  research  into  the  baby- 
product  market.  Under  the  scheme 
800  mothers  with  babies  under  two 
years  of  age  will  keep  a  "diary"  of 
purchases  for  baby  over  a  wide  range 
of  products.  The  panel  of  fifty  sixteen- 
member  units  of  mothers  with  babies 
in  every  three-month  age-group  from 
birth  to  two  years,  reports  weekly.

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Time  for  Some  Harder  Thinking 

The  motions  that  come  before  the  Branch  Representa- 
tives' meeting  in  May  each  year  reflect  issues  regarded 
by  branches  as  paramount  at  the  time  they  were  sent 
in  to  Council,  that  is  at  or  about  the  previous  year-end. 
At  that  period  when  they  were  formulated  for  this 
year's  meeting  the  result  of  the  High  Court  action 
Dickson  v.  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  not  known.  Still 
less  was  it  realised  that  the  case  would  be  taken  to 
appeal  before  the  House  of  Lords.  In  those  circum- 
stances big  national  or  global  issues  could  hardly  be 
expected  to  be  raised,  and  indeed  the  motions  on  the 
agenda  paper  were  in  the  main  organisational  or  pro- 
cedural. The  situation  next  year  may  call  for  motions 
more  fundamental  to  the  future  of  the  profession. 

For  in  the  meantime  the  outcome  of  the  House  of 
Lords  appeal  is  likely  to  become  known.  Just  as — 
perhaps  even  more  than  —  the  Government  ought  to 
have  alternative  policies  in  reserve  to  apply  in  the  event 
of  the  failure  of  Britain's  application  to  join  the  Com- 
mon Market,  so  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  ought  to 
be  ready  with  a  course  of  action  to  set  in  train  should 
its  appeal  case  fail.  We  wish  to  make  no  comment  that 
might  be  construed  as  prejudging  the  issue,  but  there 
are  unpleasant  indications  that  in  some  quarters  de- 
velopments are  being  worked  out  on  the  assumption 
that  the  appeal  is  bound  to  fail.  Why  else,  for  example, 
should  Fine  Fare  Supermarkets  be  interested  in  pur- 
chasing Savory  &  Moore,  Ltd.?  Not,  one  must  suppose, 
to  leave  unchanged  a  business  that  symbolises  for 
many  the  very  essence  of  the  traditional  high-class 
pharmacy  of  an  era  that  has  passed  or  is  passing.  That 
the  supermarkets  should  regard  the  recent  High  Court 
decision  as  the  green  light  to  go  ahead  and  participate 
in  the  intensified  commercialisation  of  pharmacy  is  a 
prospect  that  may  well  dismay  even  the  Boots  organi- 
sation, should  Mr.  Dickson  come  out  victorious.  But 
it  would  still  provide  no  solace  to  the  independent  pro- 
prietor pharmacist. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that,  in  the  field  of  planning  for 
future  developments,  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  has  been  doing  its  homework  with  greater  dis- 
patch than — so  far  as  appears — the  Society's  Council 
or  its  branches.  Mr.  Moss  has  announced  (C.  &  D., 
May  20,  p.  483)  that  a  "blue  print"  for  what  the  Union 
sees  as  the  proper  future  development  of  general  prac- 
tice pharmacy  is  nearing  completion,  and  we  commend 
the  Union  for  deciding  to  submit  its  findings  to  the 
Council  of  the  Society  before  making  them  public  for 
general  discussion.  The  intentions  of  the  membership 


of  the  Society,  or  the  articulate  part  of  it,  as  to  the 
ultimate  objective  of  the  profession  should  by  now  be 
well  known  to  the  Council.  What  has  still  to  be  worked 
out  is  the  time-table  and  the  strategy  for  achieving 
the  aim.  It  must  have  become  clear  to  the  most  ardent 
advocates  of  professional  advance  accompanied  by 
limits  on  the  trading  activities  of  pharmacy  that  the 
Council  hastened  into  battle  without  adequately  mar- 
shalling its  forces  beforehand.  That  the  Boots  organisa- 
tion would  resist  restriction  of  its  commercial  activities 
was  almost  inevitable.  Either  the  Council  too  readily 
assumed  that  the  company  would  fail  in  its  challenge  or 
the  defences  it  devised  were  too  sketchily  and  hastily 
run  up.  In  consequence,  if  the  appeal  should  now  be 
lost,  the  Council  will  have  lost  some  of  its  previously 
assumed  control  over  the  destiny  of  its  members,  and 
the  corporate  bodies  will  have  become  to  that  extent 
more  powerful — and  maybe  joined,  it  now  seems,  by 
other  commercial  interests  even  less  professionally 
minded  than  the  present  members  of  the  Company 
Chemists'  Association. 

Some  pharmacists  have  tended  to  place  escapist 
hopes  on  Britain's  entry  into  the  Common  Market, 
construing  it  as  the  machinery  for  assimilating  British 
pharmacy  to  the  more  personal  practice  of  pharmacy — 
independent  of  Big  Business — that  obtains  in  most 
Continental  countries.  That  is  a  Utopia  that  will  cer- 
tainly not  come  automatically,  if  at  all.  How  company 
pharmacy  would  fare  if  British  pharmacy  had  to  match 
itself  to  the  Continental  system  is  not  easy  to  see. 
They  are  firmly  entrenched  to  resist  assimilation  and  the 
independent  proprietor  may  find  himself  even  more 
vulnerable  to  encroachment  after  "A  day" — that  final 
day  of  reckoning  when  the  appeal  result  becomes 
known.  Now  is  the  time  when  every  member  of  the 
Society,  every  branch  committee  of  the  Society  and 
the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union,  and  their  execu- 
tive bodies,  should  be  thinking  constructively  and  ur- 
gently about  these  real  problems  affecting  the  sur- 
vival of  general-practice  pharmacy  against,  if  you  like, 
big-business  non-pharmacy.  The  dreams  can  wait. 

Youthatthe  Prow?  Pleasure  at  the  Helm? 

At  first  glance  the  results  of  the  Council  election  (see 
p.  489)  are  a  victory  for  Boots  Pure  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.  Not 
that  any  employees  of  the  company  were  standing  as 
candidates,  but  that,  of  the  five  outgoing  members  who 
stood  again,  the  only  two  who  were  returned  were  those 
who  have  avowed  their  disapproval  of  the  decision  to 
take  the  Dickson  case  to  the  House  of  Lords.  ("I  voted 
against  the  Lords  appeal" — Mr.  Sparshott;  and  "I  con- 
sistently voted  against  spending  resources  [on  it]" — Mr. 
Myers).  The  other  three,  whether  or  not  they  expressed 
support  for  it  in  their  election  addresses,  were  identified 
with  it  in  voters'  minds  and  therefore  cast  out. 

Second  thoughts  indicate  that  there  were  not  one  but 
several  protest  votes.  Many  electors  wanted  changes, 
but  not  all  wanted  the  same  changes.  Certainly  it  was 
evident  that  the  Lords  Appeal  Opposition  Society 
turned  out  in  force,  solid  to  a  man  behind  Mr.  Spar- 
shott in  his  top-of-the-poll  vote.  But  did  they  cast 
their  remaining  votes  to  the  five  newcomers?  It  hardly 
seems  likely.  Mr.  Bannerman  made  only  oblique  refer- 
ence to  the  case  in  his  statement.  One  must  suppose  he 
won  over  his  fellow  Scots  with  his  cautious  "progress 
with  realism"  slogan  and  bemused  enough  Sassenachs 
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in  addition  with  his  double  negatives  ("I  am  not  advo- 
cating the  reverse"  and  "I  do  not  advocate  the  unattain- 
able") to  climb  comfortably  home. 

Mr.  Madge  undoubtedly  mobilised  the  rural  vote,  ad- 
ding it  to  those  of  his  thick-and-thin  supporters  through 
five  previous  but  unsuccessful  assaults  on  the  citadel  of 
power. 

Youth  went  strongly  for  Mr.  Sharpe  ("a  pharmacist 
aged  thirty-two")  and  Mr.  Maddock  ("with  a  potential 
30  years  career  still  ahead").  A  lady  does  not  disclose 
her  age,  and  young  Mr.  Dickinson  neglected  to  do  so, 
but  both  he  and  Mrs.  Leigh,  having  been  elected  to 
the  Council  three  years  ago,  were  almost  by  definition 
too  old  and  had  to  go. 

Finally  the  "anti-everythings"  were  able  to  indulge 
themselves  magnificently  in  voting  for  Mr.  Levy,  to 
whom  the  Lords  appeal,  Birdsgrove  House,  yea  the 
whole  Council  itself,  were  equally  obnoxious. 

And  who  knows?  If  Mr.  Levy's  oratory  should  have 
an  equally  hypnotic  effect  on  his  new  colleagues  round 
the  Council  table,  his  "all-out-every-year"  proposal 
might  conceivably  go  through.  We  could  then  have  not 
five  but  twenty-one  new  Council  members  next  year. 

Preparing  for  a  "Customer  Explosion" 

"All  of  us  have  been  very  much  aware  of  the  popula- 
tion explosion  taking  place  around  the  world.  .  .  .  How- 
ever, we  can  develop  our  own  yardstick  by  merely  look- 
ing out  of  our  store  windows  and  watching  the  parade 
of  baby  carriages  go  by.  But  you  don't  want  them  to  go 
by."  The  argument  is  so  well  put  by  the  editor  of  the 
N.A.R.D.  Journal,  the  organ  of  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Retail  Druggists  [of  America]  that  we  can 
hardly  improve  upon  it. 

Any  business  "must  be  constantly  reaching  out  for 
new  customers  and  you  can't  get  them  any  newer  than 
babies."  True,  of  course,  but  babies  don't  go  window 
shopping  and  make  no  impulse  purchases.  You  only 
add  them  to  your  list  of  loyal  customers  by  long  and 
effective  service  to  their  mothers,  and  that  requires 
knowledge  of  the  problems  that  have  to  be  met — diet- 
ary problems  calling  for  special  foods,  sanitary  prob- 
lems calling  for  special  garments,  skin  problems  calling 
for  special  toiletries,  health  problems  calling  for  special 
measures  or  medicines.  In  fine,  there  is  quite  a  lot  to 
be  studied  in  order  to  run  a  successful  baby  depart- 
ment— far  more  than  can  be  condensed  into  an  issue 
of,  or  a  supplement  to,  The  Chemist  and  Druggist. 
We  have,  however,  brought  together  some  highly  infor- 
mative material  by  expert  contributors  on  some  of 
those  aspects,  as  well  as  some  attractive  announce- 
ments by  firms  catering  for  this  specialised  market,  and 
we  offer  both  as  a  help  to  chemists  in  cultivating  those 
"newest"  customers  already  referred  to. 

Associations  Unite ! 

A  realisation  of  the  need  for  rationalisation  of  the 
multitude  of  trade  associations  in  the  distributive  trades 
was  one  of  the  main  outcomes  of  the  Economic  De- 
velopment Committee  for  the  Distributive  Trades'  con- 
ference held  in  London  on  May  10  (see  C.  &  D .,  May 
13,  p.  435).  The  report  compiled  by  the  "Little  Neddy," 
which  was  issued  on  that  day,  named  well  over  100 
associations,  and  still  more  came  to  light  during  the 
conference. 


While  Sir  Hugh  Weeks  (chairman  of  the  E.D.C.), 
made  a  plea  for  a  merger  of  many  of  them,  or  at  least 
for  a  closer  liaison  between  them,  it  appears  that  little 
sympathy  was  aroused  for  the  suggestion.  Nevertheless, 
some  of  the  association  delegates  who  met  each  other 
for  the  first  time  must  have  found  that  their  work 
covered  a  good  deal  of  common  ground.  To  that  extent 
they  are  duplicating  each  other's  work — and  duplication 
costs  money. 

The  worst  feature  of  the  current  state  of  affairs  is 
that,  in  dealings  with  the  Government,  what  counts  is 
not  the  multiplicity  of  spokesmen  but  the  solidity  of  the 
support  behind  them.  The  distributors'  point  of  view 
can  rarely  be  forcibly  given,  even  though  three  million 
people  are  employed  in  the  industry,  so  long  as  they 
speak  with  many  voices. 

Manufacturers'  associations  have  joined  to  form  the 
Confederation  of  British  Industry,  which  has  now  a 
powerful  say  in  any  proposed  Government  policy.  The 
Trades  Union  Congress  is  also  consulted  on  matters 
affecting  employed  workers.  But  who  speaks  for  the 
distributors?  Of  course  the  situation  in  pharmacy  is 
more  complicated  than  in  some  "trades."  Even  so  a 
good  case  could  be  made  out  for  some  degree  of 
rationalisation  of  it.  Each  body  has  a  field  exclusive 
to  itself,  and  that  part  of  the  work  must  continue.  At 
the  same  time  they  could  pool  their  resources  to  set 
up  a  central  department  for  handling  those  problems 
common  to  both.

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Branch  Representatives  in  Unflappable  Mood 

QUIET  REASONING  MORE  SUCCESSFUL  THAN  IMPASSIONED  APPEALS 


AFTER  opening  the  Branch  Repre- 
sentatives' meeting  on  May  18  and  ob- 
taining acceptance  of  the  rules  of  pro- 
cedure the  President  (Mr.  J.  C. 
Bloomfield)  invited  comments  and 
questions  on  the  Council's  interim  and 
final  reports  on  the  business  transacted 
at  the  the  1966  meeting. 

Mr.  D.  H.  Maddock  (Mid-Glamor- 
gan Branch)  was  strongly  critical  of 
both  reports.  A  motion  from  the  Mid- 
Glamorgan  Branch,  he  said,  had  been 
accepted  in  1966  but  nothing  yet  had 
been  published  as  a  result  of  it.  The 
Branch  had  considered  that  a  year's 
grace  was  reasonable  but  now  wanted 
action. 

Mr.  Maxwell  Gordon  was  similarly 
dissatisfied  with  the  Council's  reaction 
to  Leeds  Branch  resolutions.  His  Branch 
;was  in  despair  at  the  Council's  leader- 
ship and  considered  the  Council  suf- 
fered from  weakness,  time  wasting  and 
lack  of  leadership. 

Mr.  J.  M.  G.  Davies  (Mid-Glamor- 
gan) believed  that  the  membership 
would  remain  disunited  until  the 
(Branch  Representatives'  meetings  had 
the  power  to  force  the  Council  to 
act  upon  resolutions  approved  at  them. 

Mr.  C.  E.  Turner  (North  Staffs) 
asked  when  the  Council  would  be 
making  a  statement  on  the  plans  on  the 
distribution  of  pharmacies. 

Replying,  Mr.  Bloomfield  said  that 
final  reports  by  the  Council  were  made 
[only  after  all  points  had  been  fully  con- 
sidered. A  committee  had  been  set  up 
on  planned  distribution.  It  was  now 
working,  but  no  quick  report  was  to  be 
expected  from  it.  The  interim  and  final 
statements  were  accepted  by  the  meet- 
ing, and  tellers  were  appointed  in  case 
voting  proved  too  close  to  be  apparent 
from  a  show  of  hands. 

The  first  motion  on  the  agenda  paper 
iwas  put  on  behalf  of  Coventry  and 
Warwickshire  Branch  by  Mr.  B. 
Leivers  who  said  it  was  based  on  the 
experience  of  the  Branch  in  1966,  when 
Dne  of  its  motions  had  been  changed 
:o  the  very  opposite  of  its  original 
meaning.  The  motion  called  for  the  re- 
action of  any  amendments  that  changed 
:he  sense  and  purpose  of  a  branch 
notion.  The  motion  was  carried. 

'No"  to  Limit  on  Discussion 

Putting  forward  a  North  Staffordshire 
3ranch  motion  that  all  resolutions 
accepted  for  Branch  Representatives' 
neetings  should  be  accorded  time  for 
liscussion  and  a  time  limit  imposed 
ccording  to  the  number  of  resolutions 
m  the  agenda,  Mr.  C.  E.  Turner  said 
hat  no  motion  should  be  left  undis- 
ussed  for  the  Council  to  consider  later, 
f  the  motion  were  not  discussed  sup- 
torting  statements  were  not  heard,  and 
he  Council  might  be  considering  it  on 
nsufficient  information.  The  motion  was 
econded  by  Mr.  N.  W.  Durber,  but 
Ak.  J.  W.  B.  Fish  (Folkestone)  urged 
hat  if  all  speakers  were  to  limit  their 
emarks  to  essentials  there  would  be  no 
eed  for  a  time  limit  to  be  imposed. 
Tie  motion  was  lost. 


Mr.  K.  R.  Rutter  put  a  Leeds  Branch 
resolution  calling  for  publication  of  the 
statements  of  policy  of  Council  candi- 
dates in  the  Society's  journal.  The  pre- 
sent situation,  he  said,  was  repressive. 
When  candidates  were  restricted  in 
their  observations,  members  were  de- 
prived of  the  means  of  judging  can- 
didates' merits.  If  the  statements  of 
policy  were  regarded  as  electioneering, 
did  that  matter?  Lobbying  took  place 
before  an  election  period.  So  why  not 
during  it?  Publication  of  an  "election 
supplement"  might  even  be  considered. 
The  present  limit  of  600  words  denied 
candidates  the  ability  to  develop  themes. 
After  the  motion  had  been  seconded 
Mr.  E.  A.  Brocklehurst  (chairman  of 
the  Publications  Committee)  gave  a 
brief  history  of  the  background  to  the 
Council's  decision.  Some  candidates,  he 
asserted,  made  statements  that  were  un- 
suitable for  publication  in  journals 
accessible  to  non-members  of  the 
Society  and  should,  in  his  view,  be  kept 
confidential  to  members. 

Mr.  A.  D.  C.  Morgan  (Cardiff)  pro- 
tested that  many  members  had  this  year 
received  their  statement  only  two  weeks 
before  the  election  date,  giving  no 
opportunity  for  group  discussion.  The 
motion  was  lost. 

Nomination  of  Council  Candidates 

A  second  motion  from  the  Branch 
put  by  Mr.  Maxwell  Gordon,  would 
require  election  candidates  to  be  nomi- 
nated by  not  less  than  twenty  members, 
though  the  Branch,  he  said,  did  not 
insist  on  that  arbitrary  figure :  it  was 
the  principle  that  mattered.  Today's 
system  discounted  branch  views,  which 
might  prevent  unsuitable  nominees  from 
emerging.  Any  member,  of  course, 
should  have  the  right  to  stand  for  elec- 
tion but  other  members'  time  and  effort 
would  be  saved  if  unsuitable  candidates 
failed  to  get  the  required  minimum 
nominations.  Mr.  T.  R.  Evans  (Cardiff) 
said  he  was  not  wholly  opposed  to  the 
motion  but  suggested  that  nomination 
should  be  by  branches  on  a  regional 
basis.  He  wanted  "a  new  kind  of  elec- 
tioneering" with  pharmaceutical  con- 
stituencies and  an  election  conference 
—  a  healthy  democratic  way,  as  he 
described  it.  Under  the  present  system, 
he  alleged,  the  Society  was  fast  becom- 
ing "a  naive  irrelevancy."  Mr.  Evans 
proposed  an  amendment  embodying  his 
ideas  and  Mr.  Maddock  (Mid-Glamor- 
gan) seconded.  Mr.  P.  W.  Youjngs 
(Somerset  County)  said  that  until  the 
total  number  of  votes  was  very  much 
larger  than  at  present  he  did  not  con- 
sider the  matter  important,  but  would 
support  the  motion  if  the  number  of 
supporters  called  for  was  reduced  from 
twenty  to  five.  From  the  platform  Mr. 
Bloomfield  said  that  the  Council  con- 
sidered that  ten  nominators  would  be 
appropriate. 

Mr.  R.  H.  Kemp  (Hastings)  said  that 
only  the  views  of  representatives  of  lar- 
ger branches  had  so  far  come  forward. 
There  were  also  rural  areas  and  small 
towns,  which  found  it  much  more  diffi- 


cult to  get  together.  He  opposed  on 
their  behalf  the  idea  of  nomination  of 
candidates  by  branches. 

Mr.  Morgan  (Cardiff)  expressed  sur- 
prise that  the  amendment  had  been 
accepted.  Was  nomination  by  branches 
constitutionally  possible?  Mr.  F.  W. 
Adams  replied  that  it  was  not  possible 
under  the  existing  constitution.  The 
amendment  was  overwhelmingly  lost 
and  the  original  motion  carried  with  a 
few  dissentients. 

The  next  resolution  in  the  name  of 
North  Staffordshire  Branch  was  by 
leave  withdrawn.  It  called  for  the  allo- 
cation of  each  of  the  twenty-one  elected 
members  of  Council  to  an  area  of  the 
country,  in  which  he  or  she  should  be 
responsible  for  liaison  between  head- 
quarters and  members. 

The  next  two  resolutions,  both  in  the 
name  of  North  Metropolitan  Branch, 
called  for  additions  to  the  pharmaceu- 
tical curriculum. 

Proposing  the  first  addition  (first  aid) 
Mr.  J.  G.  Iles  said  that  the  public 
expected  from  the  pharmacist  a  know- 
ledge of  first  aid,  and  the  Branch 
thought  that  education  should  replace 
individual  efforts  to  gain  proficiency  in 
it.  From  the  platform  Mr.  J.  B.  Gros- 
Set  (chairman.  Education  and  Science 
Committee)  said  that,  from  October  6. 
all  entrants  into  pharmacy  would  come 
by  way  of  a  degree  course.  No  univer- 
sity would  accept  first  aid  as  a  subject 
for  such  a  course.  Excellent  facilities 
were  available  to  any  member  of  the 
public  and  the  Council  could  not  sup- 
port the  suggestion  of  providing  in- 
struction. Mrs.  E.  P.  Winder  (West 
Herts)  saw  no  reason  why  the  Society 
should  be  put  to  the  expense  of  train- 
ing members  in  first  aid.  More  than 
one  member  of  the  Society  was  already 
a  superintendent  of  the  St.  John  Am- 
bulance Brigade. 

Therapeutics  and  the  Pharmacist 

Professor  A.  M.  Cook  (North 
Metropolitan)  described  the  attitude 
of  the  Council  as  short-sighted.  He  was 
of  the  opinion  that  education  covered 
more  than  a  four-year  university 
course  and  one  year  of  practical  train- 
ing. There  was  also  training  after 
graduation,  and  the  Education  Commit- 
tee should  devise  a  curriculum  for  that. 
The  motion  was  lost.  Mr.  Iles  then 
put  the  second  North  Metropolitan 
resolution  on  adding  therapeutics  to 
the  pharmaceutical  curriculum.  Phar- 
macist and  doctor,  he  said,  would 
have  to  spend  much  time  together,  and 
so  that  he  could  speak  the  doctor's 
language  the  pharmacist  should  have 
a  knowledge  of  therapeutics.  Self-medi- 
cation advice  could  also  be  valuable 
if  backed  by  the  requisite  knowledge. 
The  pharmacist  was  ideally  placed  to 
impart  the  basic  principles  of  good 
health.  Only  when  he  was  in  posses- 
sion of  the  requisite  knowledge  could 
the  control  of  distribution  (and  of  drug 
stores)  be  brought  about.  Professor 
Cook  said  that,  unlike  the  previous 
resolution,  the  present  motion  did  re-

fer  to  the  university  curriculum. 
Among  pharmacists  in  general  practice 
he  had  noticed  a  marked  inferiority 
complex,  especially  in  discussions  with 
their  medical  colleagues. 

Mr.  E.  W.  G.  Wilkes  (Walsall) 
moved  an  amendment  to  delete  "in- 
struction in  therapeutics"'  and  to  in- 
sert "more  instruction  in  clinical 
pharmacology."  His  amendment  was 
seconded  by  Mr.  Fish  (Folkestone). 
Mr.  J.  B.  Grosset,  from  the  platform, 
said  that  the  Council  would  be  de- 
lighted to  accept  the  amended  proposal. 
Pharmacology  was  a  proper  field  for 
pharmacists,  but  therapeutics,  being  the 
study  of  drug  action  on  disease,  was  for 
medical  practitioners.  Hence  the  Coun- 
cil could  not  support  the  original  mo- 
tion but  would  support  the  amend- 
ment. The  amended  motion  was  then 
carried  by  the  meeting. 

Mr.  K.  M.  Youings  moved  the  next 
resolution,  which  was  from  Romford 
Branch  and  urged  that  headquarters 
should  notify  branch  secretaries  of 
the  name  and  address  of  every  local 
student  undergoing  practical  training. 
Now  that  degree  students  did  not  have 
to  register  with  the  Society,  said  Mr. 
Youings,  the  Branch  has  no  contact 
with  possible  new  members  on  gradua- 
tion. Notification  would  encourage 
graduates  to  come  to  Branch  meetings 
without  the  lapse  of  a  year.  It  was 
intimated  from  the  platform  that  the 
Council  would  accept  the  motion, 
which  was  then  carried. 

New  Pharmacists  and  the  Branches 

On  behalf  of  South-west  Metropoli- 
tan branch  Mr.  J.  A.  C.  Waller  put 
a  motion  suggesting  that  certificates  of 
registration  presented  to  newly  quali- 
fied members  should,  when  practicable, 
be  presented  at  branch  or  other  con- 
venient local  level  rather  than  sent  by 
post.  In  that  way  newly  qualified  phar- 
macists would  meet  local  officers  and 
other  members.  The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Mr.  W.  K.  Fitch.  From 
the  platform  Mr.  W.  J.  Tristram  said 
that  the  Organisation  Committee  and 
the  Council  had  considered  the  sug- 
gestion embodied  in  the  resolution  and, 
while  they  had  much  sympathy  for  it, 
as  a  conferring  ceremony  could  be 
dignified  and  memorable,  there  were 
legal  difficulties.  Mr.  Bloomfield 
confirmed  that  post-dating  of  certifi- 
cates was  not  permissible.  The  motion 
was.  however,  carried. 

West  Middlesex  Branch,  in  a  motion 
put  by  Mr.  S.  F.  Woodward,  called 
for  a  higher  capitation  fee  for 
branches.  The  proposal  was  that  the 
increase  should  operate  from  after  the 
end  of  the  "squeeze."  He  had  been 
looking  at  the  expenses  of  his  own 
branch,  and  if  the  cost  for  1962 
were  taken  as  100  it  had  now  reached 
150,  though  the  capitation  fee  had 
increased  by  only  25  per  cent.  Mem- 
bers' contributions  had  risen  by  60 
per  cent.,  but  the  revenue  passed 
back  to  branches  from  headquarters 
was  now  4  per  cent,  against  5.3  per 
cent,  formerly.  That  was  limiting  to 
branch  activities  in  various  ways.  Mr. 
B.  A.  Williams  seconded. 

Mr.  J.  N.  G.  Davies  (mid-Glamor- 
gan) said  he  was  in  sympathy  with 
the  motion  but  had  different  thoughts 


on  how  the  contribution  to  branches 
should  be  paid.  The  smaller  branches 
provided  just  as  much  for  their  mem- 
bers as  the  larger,  but  suffered  much 
more  under  the  capitation-fee  system. 
If  grants  were  made  according  to  a 
submitted  programme,  that  would  act 
as  a  stimulus  to  activities,  would  enable 
publication  of  a  local  newsletter,  etc. 
Total  grants  might  prove  even  less 
than  at  present.  He  therefore  moved 
an  amendment  that  grants  paid  should 
be  dependent  on  the  programme  pro- 
duced beforehand  by  a  branch  for 
approval  by  the  Council.  The  amend- 
ment was  lost. 

Mr.  E.  C.  Meredith  (Wembley) 
then  put  a  second  amendment  provid- 
ing that  supplementary  grants  should 
be  considered  where  justified. 

"Sympathetic  Consideration" 

As  treasurer,  Mr.  Harry  Steinman, 
complimented  Mr.  Woodward  on  his 
presentation  of  the  motion,  but  said 
that  the  capitation  fee  was  connected 
with  members'  retention  fees,  though 
requests  for  assistance  in  cases  of  spe- 
cial difficulty  would  always  be  sym- 
pathetically considered.  The  amend- 
ment was  then  carried,  put  as  a  sub- 
stantive motion  and  again  carried. 

The  meeting  carried  with  no  dis- 
cussion a  Blackpool  Branch  motion, 
put  by  Mr.  E.  Aspin,  that  the  Society 
should  take  appropriate  action  to  en- 
sure that  adequate  supplies  of  govern- 
ment-stamped metric  measures  and 
weights  of  suitable  design  and  metric- 
sized  containers  were  available  before 
the  introduction  of  the  all-metric  Bri- 
tish National  Formulary,  1968. 

Putting  the  next  resolution,  which 
was  a  call  from  Sheffield  Branch  for  the 
Council  to  encourage  branches  to  vo- 
lunteer to  act  as  hosts  to  British  Phar- 
maceutical Conferences  Mr.  S.  Durham 
said  the  Conference  had  proved  its 
usefulness  to  members  and  was  vitalised 
by  its  annual  changes  of  venue.  Most 
invitations  were  at  present  coming 
from  inland  cities.  Branches  in  more 
attractive  parts  of  the  country  often 
had  fewer  members  but  their  problems 
could,  he  suggested,  be  taken  care  of 
by  municipal  conference  managers. 
From  Hastings,  Mr.  R.  H.  Kemp  said 
that  his  branch  would  support  the 
motion  with  the  proviso  that  to 
"branches"  should  be  added  "and 
branches  on  a  regional  basis."  Some- 
times, he  said,  a  seaside  branch  would 
be  admirably  suited  for  a  conference 
but  was  unable  to  provide  the  full 
facilities  demanded.  If  other  local 
branches  were  associated  with  it  that 
might  become  possible.  From  the  plat- 
form Mr.  Bloomfield  pointed  out 
that  had  already  happened  in  some 
areas.  The  amended  resolution  was 
carried. 

For  Birmingham  Branch  Mr.  A.  H. 
Moseley  proposed: — 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  that 
no  pharmacist  should  be  the  owner,  principal 
(or  partner  in  Scotland),  manager  or  superin- 
tendent of  a  pharmacy,  or  the  sole  pharma- 
cist in  a  hospital,  without  one  year's  experi- 
ence after  registration  under  the  supervision 
of  a  pharmacist  in  either  general  or  hospital 
practice. 

He  said  the  twelve  months  demanded 
would  give  the  public  a  better  image 
of  young  pharmacists. 


Mrs.  E.  A.  Brocklehurst  accused 
Birmingham  Branch  of  not  realising 
how  great  was  the  current  shortage  of 
pharmacists.  The  motion  was,  she  said, 
idealistic  but  impracticable. 

Mr.  R.  Clitherow  (Liverpool)  said 
that,  if  the  intention  was  to  prove  that 
young  graduates  were  not  fit  to  be 
branch  managers,  the  apprenticeship 
period  should  be  extended. 

Mr.  D.  E.  Simpkins  (Romford) 
moved  an  amendment  to  delete  "after 
registration"  and  insert  "after  gradua- 
tion." That  would  keep  the  practical 
training  to  one  year  in  general  practice 
but  require  it  to  be  taken  by  pharma- 
cists employed  in  industry  if  they  wan- 
ted to  act  as  locum  or  to  transfer  to 
retail.  The  amendment  was  lost. 

So  was  the  motion  after  several 
other  speakers  had  put  their  points  of 
view,  mainly  critical. 

A  motion  standing  jointly  in  the 
names  of  the  Leeds  and  Dudley  and 
Stourbridge  Branches  was  aimed  at  ob- 
taining greater  disciplinary  powers  for 
the  Society.  Permission  was  granted  to 
Mr.  D.  Royce  to  revert  to  the  original 
wording  of  the  motion  "that  the  Coun- 
cil should  investigate  the  extension  of 
the  disciplinary  powers  of  the  Society." 
(On  the  order  paper  it  read  ".  .  .  should 
press  for  legislation  to  extend  .  .  .") 
Mr.  Royce  argued  that  morality  in 
itself  was  no  longer  sufficient  to  en- 
sure that  statements  on  professional 
conduct  issued  from  time  to  time  by 
the  Council  were  observed  by  all  mem- 
bers. The  support  of  common  law  was 
needed.  It  was  wrong  that  such  state- 
ments as  those  on  phenacetin,  quinine, 
advertising,  premises  and  trading 
stamps  could  be  flouted  with  impunity 
by  a  minority  of  members.  Even  the 
report  on  the  General  Practice  of 
Pharmacy,  which  had  been  approved 
by  a  meeting  of  Branch  Representa- 
tives, could  not  be  enforced  except 
through  the  Statutory  Committee  — 
dependent  as  that  was  on  the  advice  of 
a  lay  chairman.  Most  other  professions 
appeared  to  have  disciplinary  bodies 
drawn  from  the  ranks  of  their  own 
members.  Perhaps  that  would  legally 
be  possible  in  pharmacy. 

Mr.  Hendra  (Cornish  Branch)  urged 
the  Council  to  seek  a  new  charter  that 
would  be  adequate  for  modern  phar- 
macy. 

No  Handicap 

Mr.  Adams  told  the  meeting  it 
should  not  assume  that  a  legal  chair- 
man was  a  handicap  to  the  Statutory 
Committee.  Changes  to  secure  a  disci- 
plinary body  appointed  by  the  profes- 
sion could  not  be  brought  about 
through  a  new  charter.  "One  cannot 
over-ride  the  law  of  the  land."  He 
doubted  if  discussion  would  serve  any 
useful  purpose  until  the  result  of  the 
Dickson  case  were  known.  The  Council 
fully  supported  the  motion. 

Put  to  the  vote,  the  motion  was 
carried. 

Next  to  be  takert  was  a  late  motion 
from  Cardiff  Branch,  which,  the 
President  explained,  had  been  found 
of  sufficient  importance  to  put  before 
the  meeting.  It  read. — 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  the  authority  of  the  Council  to  make 
rules  of  conduct  for  the  guidance  of  mem- 
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bers  and  to  use  them  in  their  discretion 
as  a  basis  of  complaint  to  the  Statutory 
Committee  is  essential  if  the  status  of 
pharmacy  as  a  profession  is  to  be  main- 
tained. 

Mr.  E.  C.  E.  Weekley  (Cardiff) 
apologised  for  the  lateness  of  the 
motion  and  explained  that  the  reason 
for  putting  it  forward  was  to  give 
members  an  opportunity  of  demon- 
strating their  support  for  the  Council 
and,  if  the  House  of  Lords  decision 
in  the  Dickson  case  should  go  against 
it,  to  state  that  they  would  desire 
militant  action  to  maintain  the  profes- 
sional status  of  pharmacy. 

Mr.  D.  H.  Maddock  (Mid-Glamor- 
gan) called  on  the  meeting  to  support 
the  motion.  Mr.  M.  E.  Q.  James 
(Southend-on-Sea)  could  see  no  urgency 
in  the  motion.  He  thought  the  Coun- 
cil should  await  the  result  of  the 
council  election  before  proceeding  with 
the  appeal  in  the  Dickson  case.  Many 
icandidates  were  opposed  to  it.  If  they 
were  returned  it  would  show  members' 
jdisapproval.  The  President  said  he 
icould  not  agree.  Mr.  K.  W.  Youings 
jasked  for  comments  from  the  chair 
on  whether,  if  passed,  the  motion 
would  have  the  effect  of  being  a  re- 
straint of  trade. 


would  at  least  make  a  living.  Health 
centres  were  usually  sited  on  the  out- 
skirts of  towns,  away  from  pharmacies. 
The  "harm"  came  when  doctors  moved 
into  them. 

Mr.  Kerr  advised  pharmacists  to 
keep  in  touch  with  their  local  authority 
and  ask  to  be  consulted  if  the  author- 
ity considered  establishing  a  health 
centre.  Any  objections  to  the  siting  of 
health  centres  must  be  on  the  basis 
of  hardship  to  the  community — not  to 
the  pharmaceutical  community. 

Model  for  the  Health  Service 

Mr.  D.  R.  Evans  (Cardiff)  felt  that, 
if  pharmacy  was  to  serve  the 
public,  it  must  be  released  from  com- 
mercial transactions.  Mr.  E.  S.  Brown 
(Monmouthshire  and  Newport)  speak- 
ing as  one  who  had  worked  in  health 
centres,  said  that  the  late  Aneurin 
Bevan  had  hoped  to  build  up  the  health 
service  using  as  a  model  the  health 
centres  then  to  be  found  in  his  part 
of  Wales.  He  had  hoped  they  would 
have  a  full  complement  of  services. 

Mr.  T.  W.  Stearne  also  supported 
the  motion,  which  was  carried. 

Mr.  R.  H.  Kemp  introduced  a  mo- 
tion asking  that,  in  view  of  Great 
Britain's  possible  entry  into  the  Euro- 


Proposing  a  Cornish  Branch  motion 
that  eye  drops  should  be  dispensed  in 
containers  not  exceeding  10  mils  and 
that  consideration  should  be  given  to 
the  maximum  quantity  prescribed  at 
any  one  time,  Mr.  E.  J.  Saulter  said 
it  had  been  felt  that  the  recent  British 
Pharmaceutical  Codex  directions  on  eye 
drops  had  not  gone  far  enough.  A 
20-mil  maximum  still  left  great  chance 
of  contamination.  Many  manufacturers 
would  not  produce  a  20-mi!  pack. 
Doctors  should  not  be  allowed  to  pre- 
scribe more  than  1  oz.  and  preferably 
only  10  mils  at  a  time. 

Mr.  N.  W.  Durber  (North  Stafford- 
shire) supported  the  first  part  of  the 
motion  but  felt  that  the  amount  to  be 
prescribed  should  be  left  to  the  practi- 
tioner's discretion.  Mr.  C.  E.  Turner 
(North  Staffordshire)  proposed  deleting 
the  reference  to  a  maximum  prescrib- 
able quantity.  After  Mr.  Kerr  had 
announced  from  the  platform  that  the 
B.P.C.,  1968.  would  make  provision 
for  a  maximum  container  size  of  10 
mils  the  motion,  as  amended,  was 
carried. 

Mr.  Fish,  introducing  a  further 
motion  from  the  Folkestone  Branch, 
pointed  out  that,  though  contact  lenses 
had  been  in  use  since  1950,  no  official

pean  Common  Market  the  Society's 
journal  should  publish  articles  on 
pharmacy  in  the  member  states,  ex- 
plaining the  possible  effect  on  phar- 
macy in  the  United  Kingdom.  Aspects 
covered  should  include  standards  of 
training  and  qualification,  practice, 
rules  of  conduct  and  comparative 
financial  structures  (including  profes- 
sional fees),  hours  of  service,  staffing 
problems,  etc.  The  motion  was  carried. 

Folkestone  Branch  had  submitted  a 
motion  suggesting  that  the  Society 
should  investigate  the  possibility  of 
organising  refresher  courses  on  Sun- 
days at  local  centres.  Weekday  courses 
were  sometimes  difficult  to  attend 
owing  to  travelling  difficulties.  The 
possibility  of  a  subsidy  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health  should  also  be 
explored,  said  the  proposer  Mr.  Fish. 

Mr.  A.  R.  G.  Chamings  (Brighton 
and  Hove)  said  that  his  Branch  was 
entirely  opposed  to  the  suggestion. 

Mr.  J.  B.  Grosset  (chairman,  Edu- 
cation and  Science  Committee)  said 
the  Council  would  certainly  investigate 
the  possibility  of  Sunday  courses  but 
as  the  motion  stood  it  was  doubtful 
whether  it  could  be  implemented.  Was 
it  intended  that  the  courses  should 
extend  over  six  Sundays? 

Mr.  Fish  thought  that  as  much 
material  could  be  got  into  one  Sunday 
as  would  normally  occupy  a  four-to- 
five-week  evening  course.  The  motion 
was  lost.

yet  been  produced.  Mr.  Kerr  said  that 
investigations  were  proceeding  to  en- 
able such  a  solution  to  be  included  in 
the  B.P.C.,  1968,  and  the  motion  was 
carried. 

Swindon  Branch  was  allowed  to  with- 
draw its  motion  calling  for  a  reconsid- 
eration of  the  present  drug  testing 
scheme  after  Mr.  M.  J.  Bran  had  ex- 
plained that,  having  seen  the  scheme 
in  action,  the  Branch  had  found  it 
suitable. 

Introducing  the  next  (Norwich 
Branch)  motion  Mr.  W.  L.  B.  Coleman 
explained  that  the  wording  "that  all 
dispensing  under  the  National  Health 
Service  should  be  done  under  the 
supervision  of  a  pharmacist  and  that  it 
should  all  be  subject  to  the  same  testing 
scheme"  had  been  chosen  as  recognis- 
ing that,  in  at  least  some  rural  areas,  it 
would  be  impossible  to  implement. 
Pharmacists  were  the  one  body  of 
people  trained  to  dispense,  and  there 
was  a  danger  that  health  centres  might 
use  unqualified  dispensing  staffs.  It  was 
anomalous  that  the  only  persons  whose 
dispensing  was  subject  to  test  were  those 
trained  for  the  task. 

The  President  said  that  the  motion 
was  a  reinforcement  of  Council  policy. 
A  previous  barrier  —  the  issuing  of 
fictitious  prescriptions  —  to  Ministry 
agreement  to  the  testing  of  all  dispens- 
ing had  been  removed  under  the 
current  testing  scheme,  and  it  was  now 
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possible  for  the  aim  of  the  motion  to 
be  achieved.  The  amount  of  dispensing 
done  by  unqualified  persons  in  health 
centres  was  probably  negligible. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Monmouthshire  and  Newport  Branch 
presented  a  motion  urging  that  immedi- 
ate steps  should  be  taken  to  ensure 
that  a  signed  order  presented  by  a  Food 
and  Drugs  Act  inspector  for  the  pur- 
chase of  Schedule  IV  poisons  and 
Dangerous  Drugs  was  an  official  paper 
and  signed  by  a  medical  officer  of  health 
or  other  authorised  person.  Mr.  E.  S. 
Brown,  introducing  the  motion,  cited 
instances  of  friction  between  pharma- 
cists and  sampling  officers  through 
demands  for  Schedule  IV  drugs  not 
being  clearly  recognisable  as  being  for 
the  purposes  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act.  The  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  had  suggested  three  years  ago 
that  a  standard  form  should  be  intro- 
duced —  it  had  still  not  been. 

Mr.  H.  J.  Metcalfe,  seconding, 
said  that  a  pharmacist  was  accustomed 
to  a  strict  procedure  in  dealing  with 
Schedule  IV  drugs.  Requests  on  any 
other  terms  were  liable  to  catch  him 
off  balance,  and  might  have  an  adverse 
effect  on  how  he  carried  out  his  normal 
duties.  An  amendment  from  Leeds 
Branch  suggested  the  deletion  of  the 
words  "or  some  other  authorised  per- 
son" as  leaving  the  options  too  wide. 

Mr.  D.  E.  Sparshott  (chairman  of  the 
Law  Committee)  said  that  any  branch 
having  difficulty  with  sampling  officers 
should  inform  the  Society's  inspectors. 
At  the  time  the  Act  had  been  introduced 
local  authorities  had  been  advised  that 
pharmacists  needed  to  be  cautious.  To 
require  forms  signed  by  a  medical 
officer  of  health  would  need  a  change 
in  the  law.  The  motion  was  carried 
as  amended. 

The  next  motion,  from  Manchester, 
which  called  on  the  Society  to  press  for 
Ministry  of  Health  assistance  in  financ- 
ing pharmacists'  post-graduate  courses, 
was  proposed  by  Mr.  T.  W.  Stearne, 
seconded  by  Mr.  J.  Tomlinson,  and 
carried,  introduction  and  discussion 
being  avoided  so  as  to  speed  the  busi- 
ness of  the  meeting. 

Medicines  From  Pharmacies 

North  Staffordshire  Branch  was  con- 
cerned that  the  Council  should  bring 
home  to  the  public  the  desirability  of 
purchasing  all  medicines  from  pharma- 
cies. That  goal  would  not  be  achieved 
by  legislation,  said  Mr.  A.  H.  Bowie. 
Other  means  of  persuasion  must  be 
explored.  An  advertising  campaign  to 
achieve  the  aim  need  not  conflict  with 
Council  policy.  Mr.  Hendra  proposed 
amending  the  word  "purchasing"  to 
"obtaining"  and  the  amended  resolu- 
tion was  carried. 

A  further  motion  from  Folkestone 
Branch  called  on  the  Society  publicly  to 
state  its  concern  at  the  growing  misuse 
of  drugs  and  to  take  the  lead  in  influ- 
encing appropriate  authorities  to  take 
more  energetic  and  combative  action. 

Mr.  J.  W.  B.  Fish,  the  introducer, 
said  the  public  image  of  pharmacy  was 
not  improving,  and  there  was  a  danger 
that  pharmacies  might  come  to  be 
thought  of  as  main  source  of  illegal 
supplies  of  amphetamines  and  Danger- 
ous Drugs. 


Mr.  R.  Clitherow,  (Liverpool)  said 
it  was  up  to  members  and  Branch  Press 
officers  to  see  that  pharmacy's  image 
remained  untarnished.  Establishing  con- 
tact with  the  police  could  bring  useful 
results.  In  his  own  area  the  police  had 
been  unaware  that  a  Branch  structure 
existed  within  pharmacy. 

Mr.  Sparshott  assured  members  that 
the  Council  would  be  taking  appropri- 
ate action  as  recommended  in  the 
resolution.  He  advised  members  not  to 
involve  themselves,  until  the  Home 
Office  recommendations  on  storage  of 
Dangerous  Drugs  was  published,  in  the 
purchase  of  metal  boxes  for  storage. 

"Medicines — With  Care"  Exhibition 

Mr.  W.  Gee  introduced  a  Manchester 
and  Salford  Branch  motion  asking  that 
the  "Medicines  —  with  care"  campaign 
should  be  continued  after  1967  —  with 
the  support  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
or  some  other  Government  depart- 
ment. It  had,  he  thought,  not  extended 
far  enough  —  doctors  could  well  have 
benefited. 

An  amendment  from  North  Stafford- 
shire Branch  replacing  the  words 
following  "1967"  by  "but  should  be 
redesigned  in  the  light  of  experience 
and  comment"  was  carried,  as  was  the 
amended  motion  after  Mr.  Aldington 
had  explained  that  Government  depart-

ments  had  refused  to  assist  —  on  the 
grounds,  he  surmised,  that  the  exhibi- 
tion had  already  been  launched. 

A  motion  from  Norwich  Branch  sug- 
gested that  a  dispensing  fee  should  be 
charged  for  all  oral  contraceptive  pre- 
parations. In  support,  Mr.  G.  C.  Rob- 
inson said  that  such  prescriptions  were 
often  private  and  meant  that  the 
pharmacist  needed  to  copy  the  prescrip- 
tion into  the  prescription  book,  endorse 
it  and,  on  occasion,  file  it.  A  qualified 
person's  time  was  taken  up  in  dealing 
with  it,  and  that  should  be  paid  for  as 
a  pharmaceutical  service.  Mr.  Kerr 
replied  that,  although  such  preparations 
had  originally  been  included  in  the 
Society's  scale  of  fees,  some  people 
regarded  them  as  having  a  social  rather 
than  a  medical  use.  It  had  therefore 
been  decided  not  to  treat  them  as 
medicines. 

The  motion  was  lost,  as  was  the  final 
motion  from  Manchester  and  Salford 
Branch,  which  suggested  that  prescrip- 
tions should  have  printed  on  them  the 
clause  "AH  preparations  prescribed  on 
this  form  are  for  the  sole  use  of  the 
patient  named."  Mr.  Kerr  told  the 
proposer,  Mr.  W.  Gee,  that  it  was 
doubtful  if  such  wording  would  be 
read  by  the  patient.  It  might  be  pre- 
ferable for  pharmacists  to  add  a  cau- 
tion on  the  label. 


Arbitrary  Action 

Sir, — My  firm  has  recently  taken 
delivery  of  the  latest  unordered  promo- 
tional parcel  from  a  certain  cosmetic 
firm,  well  known  for  its  overpowering 
activity.  These  goods  are  not  on  sale 
or  return,  whatever  the  firm  may  claim 
at  the  time.

If  similar  parcels 
have  been  sent  to  the  thousands  of 
agents  up  and  down  the  country  at 
this  time,  what  a  splendid  opportunity 
for  all  concerned  to  inform  the  com- 
pany "These  goods  will  not  be  paid 
for — kindly  make  arrangements  to 
collect."  This  action  would  be  in  all 
fairness  to  most  of  the  well-known  cos- 
metic houses,  which  do  not  endeavour 
to  sell  in  this  arbitrary  manner.

No  Sense  of  Values?

C.  as  well  as 
M.P.S.  after  his  name)  who  solicits 
business  by  either  approaching  patients 
on  leaving  the  surgery — or  walks  the 
pavement  in  front  of  his  pharmacy  or 
jumps  into  his  car  lying  in  waif  for  a 
patient  and  jumps  out  again  just  when

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he  or  she  is  passing  by.  I  have  sent 
several  letters  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  complaining  of  this  unethical 
conduct  but  have  received  no  response. 
Yet  a  rather  undiplomatic  member 
of  Council  had  her  expenses  paid  to 
see  me  as  a  result  of  my  advertising 
"Emergency  Calls.  Ring   "  a  ser- 
vice which  I  would  expect  the  public 
to  appreciate.  Nevertheless  I  was  repri- 
manded. My  opinion,  therefore,  is  that 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  have  no 
sense  of  values  to  decide  where  their 
authority  can  be  put  to  the  greatest 
and  most  sensible  use.

Annual  subscription  increased 


T  was  decided  at  a  meeting  of  the 
ouncil  of  the  Guild  of  Public  Phar- 
nacists  in  London  on  May  19  and  20

vans  Medal  Presentation 

On  May  20  the  Guild's  annual  meet- 
g  was  held  in  London,  preceded  by 
"esentation  of  the  Evans  medal  to 
Ir.  John  Moore  (chief  pharmacist, 
uy's  Hospital,  London,  and  a  for- 
er  president  and  general  secretary 
the  Guild)  by  Mr.  M.  J.  Smith 
ales  director,  Evans  Medical,  Ltd.). 
cknowledging  the  award  Mr.  Moore 
ioke  of  the  need  to  improve  salaries 
id  status,  especially  of  senior-grade 
jspital   pharmacists — "the  back-bone 


of  the  service."  Quality-control  duties, 
for  which  some  pharmacists  had  shown 
little  enthusiasm,  should  be  grasped 
as  an  opportunity  to  enhance  status. 
New  systems  of  drug  distribution  in 
hospitals,  including  the  concept  of  the 
ward  pharmacist  and  unit  packs,  were 
opening  up  new  aspects  of  hospital 
pharmacy  practice.  Mr.  Moore  wonder- 
ed whether  current  educational  require- 
ments were  adequate  to  produce  the 
type  of  hospital  pharmacist  now 
needed.  Comprehensive  work  study  of 
distribution  systems  ought,  he  said,  to 
be  carried  out.  Joint  contracting  for 
drugs  had  taken  place  widely  during 
the  past  ten  years,  and  pharmacists 
should  realise  that  their  most  impor- 
tant contribution  to  such  schemes  was 
the  expert  knowledge  they  could  bring 
to  bear  in  selecting  the  type  and  quality 
of  drugs.  Mr.  Moore  congratulated 
the  Guild  on  its  endeavours,  through 
week-end  schools  and  other  means  of 
post-graduate  education,  to  raise  the 
standard  of  hospital  pharmacy.  He 
urged  all  hospital  pharmacists  to  sup- 
port the  Guild. 

Mr.  R.  Leach  (chief  pharmacist, 
Whiston  Hospital,  Prescot,  Lanes)  de- 
livered the  Geigy  Fellowship  paper, 
which  was  entitled  "Presentation  of 
Medicines  by  Hospitals."  Mr.  Leach 
had  visited  Switzerland.  Germany, 
Denmark,  Sweden  and  Finland  to  study 
his  subject,  and  showed  slides  demon- 
strating the  containers,  labelling  and 
methods  of  presentation  of  medicines 
he  had  observed.  Several  examples  of 
containers  and  labels  and  two  type- 
writers adapted  for  typing  labels  (and 
available  in  the  United  Kingdom)  were 
available  for  examination  by  those 
present. 

In  his  annual  report  The  Registrar 
(Mr.  B.  H.  Smith)  commented  on  the 
increased  membership  of  the  Guild 
but  pointed  out  that  though  125  new 
full  members  had  joined  during  the 
year,  sixty-one  had  been  deleted  from 
the  list.  Lack,  of  a  career  structure  in 
hospital  pharmacy  was  main  cause  of 
those  deletions.  The  general  secretary's 
report  referred  to  the  designation  as 
Fellows  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 


during  the  year  of  prominent  members 
of  the  Guild.  Representatives  of  the 
Guild  would  be  meeting  officials  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  on  June  2  to  con- 
tinue discussions  on  the  likely  future 
role  of  the  hospital  pharmacist  and 
on  the  regional  organisation  of  the  hos- 
pital pharmacy  service.  Two  motions 
proposed  by  Mr.  W.  T.  Brooks  were 
discussed.  The  first,  expressing  con- 
cern at  the  difficulties  experienced  in 
recruiting  pharmacists  to  the  hospital 
service  and  urging  the  council  to  press 
for  substantial  salary  increases  and  a 
worthwhile  career  structure,  was  car- 
ried without  dissent.  The  second,  seek- 
ing an  amendment  of  the  rules  and 
constitution  to  remove  the  council's 
right  to  fix  the  amount  of  the  annual 
subscription  and  vest  that  right  in  a 
Guild  general  meeting  was  defeated. 

Mr.  B.  H.  Smith;  Miss  Joan  Green- 
leaf;  and  Messrs.  C.  H.  P.  Robinson; 
E.  J.  Fitchett  and  W.  G.  Smith  were 
declared  elected  to  the  council. 

Pharmacies  in  Health  Centres 

The  following  statement  sets  out 
the  policy  of  the  Guild  with  regard  to 
pharmacies  in  health  centres: — 

1 .  All  local  circumstances  should  be 
taken  into  account  when  the  provision  of 
a  pharmaceutical  service  in  a  health  centre 
is  being  considered. 

2.  A  pharmacy  will  not  normally  be 
required  in  the  smaller  centres  situated  in 
areas  well  served  by  chemist-contractors. 

3.  A  pharmacy  should  be  provided  in 
the  larger  health  centres,  not  only  on 
grounds  of  convenience  and  economy,  but 
also  to  enable  pharmaceutical  advice  to  be 
readily  available  to  prescribers  and  other 
staff  at  the  centre. 

4.  All  dispensing  at  a  health  centre 
should  be  carried  out  by  or  under  the 
direct  supervision  of  a  pharmacist. 

5.  Pharmacists  and  pharmaceutical  tech- 
nicians employed  in  health  centres  should 
have  salaries  and  conditions  of  service 
equivalent  to  those  in  the  hospital  service. 

6.  If  a  health  centre  is  situated  in  the 
grounds  of.  or  adjacent  to,  a  hospital,  a 
pharmaceutical  service  should  be  provided 
for  it  by  the  pharmaceutical  department  of 
the  hospital.

TRADE  REPORT 

The  prices  given  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  Various 
charges  have  to  be  added  whereby  values  are  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods  into  stock. 


London,  May  14 :  Withdrawal  of 
the  United  Nations  Force  on  the  bor- 
der between  the  United  Arab  Republic 
and  Israel  during  the  week  brought 
a  threat  of  renewed  hostilities  in  that 
area  but  no  reactions  were  felt  in  the 
markets  for  commodities  from  the 
region.  The  forward  position  of  Cin- 
namon bark  was  easier  and  distillers 
are  expecting  a  continuation  of  that 
trend.  From  Tuticorin  it  was  reported 
that  wet-crop  Tinnevelly  Senna  leaves 
were  arriving  in  small  lots  only.  Prices 
show  an  upward  tendency  and  supplies 
of  pods  are  expected  to  be  scanty  with 
resulting  high  prices  when  available. 
No  pods  were  shipped  from  Tuticorin 
during  April;  but  one  ton  of  leaves 
was  dispatched  to  the  United  King- 
dom; 5  tons  to  the  U.S.  and  twelve 
tons  to  Europe.  The  third  cutting  of 
the  mint  crop  in  Brazil  has  been  re- 
ported to  be  down  by  75  per  cent, 
due  to  lack  of  rain  and  it  is  unlikely 
that  the  usual  fourth  cutting  can  be 
made.  Menthol  prices  for  shipment 
jumped  by  2s.  6d.  lb.  but  spot  material 
was  held  at  previous  levels.  Iuniper 
berries  were  reported  to  be  in  better 
supply.  Turmeric  rose  10s.  cwt.  on 
the  spot  and  Canary  Isles  Cochineal 
by  sixpence  lb.  Shipment  offers  were 
resumed  for  Tonquin  beans.  Peruvian 
balsam  was  down  threepence  lb. 

In  Essential  Oils,  Chinese  Anise  was 
reduced  by  sixpence  lb.;  Patchouli  by 
5s.  to  7s.  6d.;  Chinese  Spearmint  by 
2s.  6d.  kilo  and  Lemongrass  by  six- 
pence kilo. 

Riboflavins  at  165s.  kilo  for  1-9 
kilo  lots  and  160s.  kilo  for  10-kilos 
was  down  by  7s.  and  8s.  kilo  respec- 
tively. Silver  nitrate  was  about  16 
per  cent,  dearer  as  a  result  of  an  ex- 
tremely sharp  rise  in  Silver — 18id.  an 
ounce  to  a  record  130d.  This  followed 
a  move  by  the  U.S.  to  stop  sales  of 
Treasury  silver  for  export.

What  doctors  are  reading  about  developments 
in  drugs  and  treatments 

AN  extension  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Bill  to  further  drugs 
is  forecast  by  Dr.  T.  H.  Bewley  (con- 
sultant psychiatrist,  Tooting  Bee  Hospi- 
tal, London)  in  one  of  a  series  of  arti- 
cles on  centres  for  the  treatment  of  drug 
addiction.  The  Bill,  as  now  framed,  re- 
stricts prescribing  of  heroin  and  cocaine, 
but  Dr.  Bewley  says  that  many  former 
heroin  and  cocaine  addicts  now  take 
intravenous  methadone  combined  with 
methedrine.  Prescribing  methadone  is 
not  desirable,  he  believes,  because  if 
there  is  to  be  medical  control  the  drug 
is  better  dispensed  and  given  orally 
under  supervision.  Methadone  has  been 
given  to  heroin  addicts  in  New  York 
because  it  can  be  given  orally  as  a 
single  daily  dose  whereas  heroin  re- 
quires frequent  attendances  during  the 
day  for  injections.  Writing  on  the  inte- 
gration of  all  facilities  for  treating 
addicts.  Dr.  J.  Owens  (consultant  psy- 
chiatrist. All  Saints'  Hospital,  Birming- 
ham) maintains  that  any  newly  created 
treatment  centre  would  require  a  well 
defined  catchment  area,  a  system  of 
addict  registration,  and  an  identification 
system  for  addicts  (such  as  identity 
cards).  A  number  of  pharmacists  in  the 
area  should  be  asked  to  co-operate  in 
the  scheme  and  should  have  an  alloca- 
tion of  addicts  up  to  a  given  number. 
The  writer  also  suggests  that  there 
should  be  maximum  control  of  the 
amount  of  heroin  available  on  prescrip- 
tion and  that  such  control  can  only  be 
achieved  through  a  rather  rigid  struc- 
turing of  centres  (B.M.J. ,  May  20,  p. 
498.) 

Prostaglandin  E,,  one  of  a  series 
of  prostaglandins  that  have  been  iso- 
lated from  various  human  and  animal 


tissues,  has  been  shown  by  workers  at 
Radcliffe  Infirmary,  Oxford,  to  be  a 
powerful  inhibitor  of  blood  platelet-to- 
glass  adhesiveness  in  a  whole-blood 
system  and  of  induced  in  vitro  platelet 
aggregation.  The  findings  are  an  exten- 
sion of  those  of  other  workers  and 
although  the  authors  do  not  know 
whether  the  aspects  of  platelet  be- 
haviour studied  are  relevant  to  the 
pathogenesis  of  thrombotic  arterial  dis- 
ease, they  are  led  to  suggest  that  the 
role  of  the  material  in  the  natural  his- 
tory and  treatment  of  such  disease 
merits  further  study.  (B.M.J. ,  May  20, 
p.  468.) 

Heroin  may  be  preferable  to  mor- 
phine in  the  treatment  of  patients  with 
acute  myocardial  infarction,  according 
to  a  paper  from  Edinburgh  Royal  In- 
firmary. The  authors  have  found  that 
that  5  mgm.  of  heroin,  administered  in- 
travenously to  eight  patients,  caused 
little  change  in  the  cardiovascular  sys- 
tem, whereas  intravenous  morphine  is 
known  to  cause  significant,  and  some- 
time severe,  hypotension.  (Lancet,  May 
20,  p.  1070.)
